Polio:— This crippling disease 
has shown a rapid decline with 
the advent of Salk vaccine, but 
nevertheless there were 909 cases 
in Canada in 1960 with 83 deaths. 
Too few adults have availed them¬ 
selves of the protection. 

Adult protection:— Adults need 
protection against Tetanus, Small¬ 
pox and Poliomyelitis. Few adults, 
except those who have served in 
the armed forces or worked in 
special industry, have had Tetanus 
toxoid.

Thievery, Auto Infractions 
Highlight Police Report 


The months of July and August 
saw 74 complaints by citizens in¬ 
vestigated by town police of which 
13 went to court and were heard 
by Magistrate W. A. Shields. 

Most serious of the charges re¬ 
sulted in the apprehension of a 
transient, Ernest G. Smith, who 
drew two years in jail for theft, 
six months for taking money on 
false pretenses and a further six 
months on a forgery count. Tar¬ 
get for Smith’s thievery was a 
local garage where he lifted auto 
parts and tools. These were later 
recovered. 

Another 2-year term was given 
in another theft case when A. 
Larratt of no fixed abode was 
caught in this district. 

Nine of the 13 cases before 
court were tied in with speeding 
charges or impaired driving con¬ 
victions. 

A boy who fired 13 BB shots 
through the plate glass window of 
the former Beaver Lumber office 
building was apprehended as was 
a 14-year-old boy in the act of 
shoplifting in a local hardware. 
Restitution was made in the lat¬ 
ter case. 

Three accident cases involving 
damages of over $100 were investi¬ 
gated by local police and charges 
were laid in two instances. 

A bright spot in the police re¬ 


ports concerns Jane Wyley who 
found a $20 bill and dutifully 
turned it over to police. A two- 
month waiting period ensued for a 
finder to show up — none did so 
the young lady received the 
money. 

A total of 23 residences were in¬ 
spected this summer while occu¬ 
pants were on holidays. Police are 
happy by the numbers soliciting 
their help as it gives them clear 
knowledge of whether or not there 
should be activity in or around 
the houses in question.

The address to the students was 
given by E. K. Hawkesworth, 
superintendent of County schools, 
who enlarged upon a theme “Edu¬ 
cation For What" by describing 
what the society of today’s world 
expected of the graduates and 
what they should do to fill their 
contribution to society and in ful- 
fulment of their own lives. 

Mr. Hawkesworth said although 
there were a great many argu¬ 
ments as to what education should 
do for a student, generally he felt 
it should pass along to the younger 
generation several things society 
believes to be important. Educa¬ 
tion must develop the individual to 
the highest degree so ha or she 
may give to society the best of 
their efforts. 

In the first instance, the speaker 
said, society demands well trained 
men and women. 76 per cent of 
the unemployed in Canada today 
have less then grade 9 education 
and statistics show 14 per cent of 
those students who leave school 
before graduation are among the 
most promising. This was describ¬ 
ed as a great loss. 

Secondly an educated person 
must be able to think through is¬ 
sues and single out the important 
from the unimportant features. 

Finally, society need the person 
who can produce. The aid given to 
the underprivileged and handi¬ 
capped is great, said Mr. Hawkes¬ 
worth, but he condemned those 
who won’t stand on their own feet 
and who are nothing but parasites 
reaping the fruit of other men’s 
endeavor. 

“In your job hunt, if your ob¬ 
ject is to see what you can get 
rather than what you can produce 
from a career. then you have

For the past four years we’ve been periodically 
suggesting that quite a few of the “Stop” signs in 
Vulcan could be replaced by “Yield” signs — a move 
that would please residents and visitors alike. 

According to the Canadian Automobile Associa¬ 
tion, “yield” signs are a convenience to motorists and 
an aid to the more efficient movement of traffic. If 
traffic on a through street is obliged to change lanes 
or swerve to avoid a collision with a “yield” sign 
violator, the driver who entered the street through 
the “yield” sign is liable to prosecution and may be 
responsible for any damage incurred in a collision. 

This would seem to give just as much protection 
as a “stop” sign, and yet would eliminate the neces¬ 
sity of a motorist coming to a full stop when enter- 
ing a through street on which there is no traffic in 
sight. True, there are some streets, even in a small 
town such as Vulcan, where “stop” signs are advise- 
able because of vision being blocked by houses, hedges 
or other obstructions. But where vision is clear for 
a block or more in each direction, the necessity of 
making a complete stop when there is no reason for 
it nine times out of ten seems somewhat ridiculous. 

The town’s police department is familiar with 
the situation and could recommend the location of 
“yield” signs to replace present “stop” signs. All that 
seems to be necessary is for the police committee to 
order a few “yield” signs and have them erected in 
the proper locations. There would probably be fewer 
fines paid by unwary visitors but there would be a 
lot of goodwill gained.
